6. Nonstock. The corporation is organized upon a nonstock basis. 


7. Dissolution, Upon the dissolution of the corporation, the Board of Directors 
shall, after paying or making provisions for the payment of all of the liabilities of the 
corporation, dispose of all the assets of the corporation exclusively for the exempt pur- 
poses of the corporation in such manner, or to such organiztion or organiztions orga- 
nized and operated exclusively for charitable, scientific, or educational purposes which 
at the time qualify as an exempt organiztion or organiztions under Section 501 (c)(3) of 
the code, as the board of Directors shall determine. Any assets not so distributed by the 
board of Directors shall be distributed by the Court of Common Pleas of the county in 
which the corporation’s principal office is then located exclusively for the corporation’s 
exempt purposes. The use of any surplus funds for private inurement to any person in the 
event of a sale of the assets or dissolution of the corporation is expressly prohibited.

The county of venue is Montgomery County. 


3. Purposes and Operation. The corporation is incorporated under the Pennsyl- 
vania Nonprofit Corporation Law of 1988 (as amended) exclusively for charitable, sci- 


entific, and educational purposes within the meaning of Section 501 (c)(3) of the Inter- 
nal Revenue Code of 1986, or the corresponding provisions of any future United States 
Internal Revenue Law (the “Code’’). 

No part of the net earnings of the corporation shall inure to the benefit of, or be 
distributable to, its directors, officers, members, or other private persons, except that the 
corporation shall be authorized and empowered to pay reasonable compensation for ser- 
vices rendered and to make payments and distributions in furtherance of its exempt 
purposes. Except as otherwise provided by Section 501 (h) of the code, no substantial 
part of the activities of the corporation shall consist of carrying on propaganda, or other- 
wise attempting, to influence legislation. The corporation shall not participate in , or 
intervene in (including the publishing or distributing of statements), any political cam- 
paign on behalf of (or in opposition to) and candidate for public office. Notwithstanding 
any other provisions of these articles, the corporation shall not carry on any activities not 
permitted to be carried on by a corporation (a) exempt from Federal income tax under 
Section 501 (a) of the Code as an organization described in Section 501(c)(3) of the Code, 
or (b) contributions to which are deductible under section 170(a) of the Code as being to 
an organization referred to in Section 170(c)(2) of the Code. 


4. Nonprofit. The corporation does not contemplate pecuniary gain or 
profit, incidental or otherwise. 


5. Private Foundation, Notwithstanding any other provisions in these articles, 
at all times when the corporation is a private foundation within the meaning of Section 
509 of the Code, it shall be subject to the following additional restrictions: 

(a) The corporation shall distribute its income for each tax year 
at such time and in such manner as not to become subject to the 
tax on undistributed income imposed by Section 4942 of the Code. 
(b) The corporation shall not engage in any act of self-dealing 
as defined in Section 4941(d) of the Code. 
(c) The corporation shall not retain any excess business 
holdings as defined in Section 4943(c) of the Code. 
(d) The corporation shall not make any investments in such 
manner as to subject it to tax under section 4944 of the code. 
(e) the corporation shall not make any taxable expenditures as 
defined in Section 4954(d0 of the code.

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Phil-Mont to become a 501(c)(3) 
non-profit corporation 


hil-Mont is a non-profit corporation, having been incorporated under Pennsylva 
Pp nia law in November, 1958, nine years after the club was founded. However, we 

are not recognized by the LR.S. as a “charitable, scientific, or educational” corpo- 
ration, an entity to which tax deductible contributions can be made. 

Through the years there has been frequent discussion about seeking such LR.S. 
“SOl(c)\(3) status” so that individuals or corporations would be able to deduct, on their 
income tax returns, the value of any contributions made to Phil-Mont. Earlier this year 
your directors voted to proceed in that direction. The prestigeous law firm of Ballard 
Spahr Andrews & Ingersoll was approached by Henry, W3UL, a former member of the 
firm, and they agreed to represent Phil-Mont in securing 5Ol(c\(3) approval, without 
charge except for out-of-pocket expense and filing fees. 

The first step in the legal process requires that we amend our Articles of Incorpora- 
tion to restate our corporate purpose, and to include the provisions required by the LR.S. 
of all SOl(c)(3) organizations. At the PMRC board meeting on June 2, your directors 
unanimously approved the restated Articles, prepared by Ballard Spahr, and voted to 
recommend their approval by the membership at the general meeting to be held on 
September 8, 1999. 

Accordingly, this is formal notice—as required by our bylaws—that a resolution will 
be presented and voted upon on September 8, 1999, to approve the ‘““Amended and Re- 
stated Articles of Incorporation” (see below); to authorize the proper officers to file the 
amendments with the Pennsylvania Department of State; to file with the LR.S. an appli- 
cation for 501(c)(3) status; and to take whatever action may be necessary to obtain 
SOl(cX3) LR.S. recognition. 

Please read this material, attend the September 8 meeting prepared to ask any ques- 
tions you may have, and vote on this matter. Our bylaws provide that, with this notice in 
the BLURB, the members present on September 8 will constitute a quorum for this 
membership action.
